A NEWLY RECOGNIZED DANGER. 


Flies have always been looked upon as a nuisance to the 
health of the home. The Spanish American war opened the eyes 
of army surgeons to the fact that the contagion of typhold fever 
Other investigation followed, 
until it is generally agreed by medical men that the little fly is a 
most dangerous carrler of all germs of infection. 

Considerations such as these have lead scientific men to ad-

vocate a relentless war on the insect. 


It is impracticable to de- ` 


stroy the myriads of half grown flies, but is possible to make it 
hard for the eggs to hatch, The greatest points of attention to 
this end are cess pools, muck heaps, drains, manure heaps and 
the like. Various poisons have been resorted to, but ít has been 
found useless to employ sulphate of iron, sulphate of copper, ete., 
for although in the beginning these metallic salts might have 
some effect, they would subsequently become changed by fer- 
mentative influences and lose their efficacy. It is found that ordi- 
nary soda mixed with ordinary chloride of zinc in the proportion 
of five kllograrhmes of each to every cubic meter of matter, is 
sufficient to kill the lavae and prevent the hatching of further 
eggs laid in the same place during the season. This is a useful

The most satisfactory results are secured with raw petroleum 


or raw schist oil, the residue of distillation. This on being mixed 
with water and poured into a drain will form a stratum of oil 
which destroys the lavae and prevents eggs from hatching. This 
oil is so tenacious as to adhere to the walls of drains, form a coat-. 
ing over solids, and remain attached thereto for a long time. 
This layer of oil also favors the development of anaerobic bac- 
teria which causes a rapid liquefaction of solids, thus rendering 
them quite unsuitable as a breeding ground for flies. In the case 
of manure heaps, this oil may be mixed with earth, lime, etc., in 
which state it is sprinkled over all sources likely to tempt young 
couples of the fly family in the rearing of a family.—The Healthy

Onions, garlics, leeks, olives and shallots, stimulate the cir-

- .;Peas and beans are the most nutritious of vegetables, con- 
taining as much carbon as wheat, and double the amount of 


muscle forming food. 
If possible vegetables should be cooked the same day they 


t 
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are gathered. A small pinch of carbonate of soda in the water 
preserves the color of vegetables, and lessens the unpleasant odor 
of cabbage and onions when cooking. 

Vegetables of which we use the roots, such as carrots, tur- 
nips and beets, are more difficult to digest than the top ground or 
succulent vegetables. Such green vegetables as spinach, kale 
and onions are very valuable in cases of constipation. 

Green beans, peas and corn are wholesome when well cooked 
and sufficiently masticated. Unless the hull or skin of each bean, 
pea, or grain of corn be broken before swallowed, they are almost 
indigestible; and we do not live on what we eat, but on what we 
digest. 

Steaming or baking is preferable for most vegetables, and 
when possible they should be cooked and eaten the day they are 
gathered, otherwise they lose much of th»ir flavor and sweetness, 

Raw cabbage is much more digestible than when cooked. 

Strong vegetables uncovered in the refrigerator will spoil 
the taste of milk and butter.—Health, California.
